whom do they speak now ? To what 
party do they give voice and direction t 
Certainly 
none. 
They speak for 


themselves or their owners ; they agree 
upon nothing among themselves and 
fire their great guns at vacancy and 
tho moon. 
Years ago the Now York Tribune 


was read in nearly every state in the 
union ; the 
utterances 
of Horace 


Greelcy were accepted as the key-note 
of the political war-cry by more people 
than were represented by'any other pa- 
per or man on the face of the earth. In 
the west and northwest the Tribune oi 
Chicago, from 1856 until the closo of 
tho war, spoke each morning for the 
Republican hosts whoso deeds of inde- 
pendence as voters, and valor as sol- 
diers, filled tho world with their fame. 
Under its ponderous blows error was 
prostrated and the prejudices of the 
»ast bhiyercd into fragments. 
In the 


nidst of political revolution, the din and 
clangor of war and processes ofrccon- 
truotion, itjwas, on the hide of freedom, 
right and good government, worth a 
million men. 
All remember the wide 


influence, for good or for evil—we shall 
not say which—exerted by the Mis- 
souri li,publican and Chicago Times 
on the Democratic party during the 
Four years preceding and the six or 
oi"ht years succeeding I860. In the 
Pte.idontial contests of 1850, 18(50, 
1864, and even until 18(53, these two 
papois rallied the Democracy of the 
Valley of the Mississippi. 
Iu argu- 


ment, invective and denunciation they 
commanded universal attention. 
Per- 


haps no four newspapers had inoic peo- 
ple who read them before bteaklusfe 
anywhere in the world. 


In Republican circles in the west,

Its views and wishes in coun- 
ty, dibtiict and state conventions weie 
almost accepted as Uws. We hesitate 
not to say, that the history of the Lri-

those who conducted it, and gives it a 
hioh claim to an equal share with its 
great name-sake in New York, in the 
work of wiping out the foul blot on the 
American name—African slavery. 


But "how arc the mighty fallen! 


into what great convention now arc the 
editors of theso papers invited to dic- 
tate policies and lay down laws for 
political guidance ? What party cares 
what they say or do? They Icadj 
none, represent none, agree with none., 
The baton of power has fallen from 
their nerveless grasp. 
They have 


"one to the rear, and are now only tno( 
chroniclers of news, mediums of tidvor-, 
tising and universal fault finders. As- 
political agencies they are utterly worth- 
less, because they are utter Ishmaels. 
Their hands are against all parties, 
and the hands of all parties are against 
them.

Some months ago tho Farmers Parj 


ty, so-called, assumed somewhat thcj 
shape of a political organization. All 
of the papers named, were loud m; 
praise of the new movement—not be-
